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The Ontario Government is be- 
ing asked to make registration of 
the men in the province in order 
that recruiting there may be stop- 
ped when the provinee has provid- 
ed “its quota’ of the half million 
men required, Ontario being still 
87,000 short of the ‘‘quota’’ the 
point may be more academic than 
practical—but there has been an 
impression that raising of men was 
a national and not a provincial 
matter, and that all the available 
en were to be sought in every 
part of the country, regardless of 
provincial boundary lines, If these 
lines are now to be recognized, 
and recruiting effort suspended in 
a province when it has provided a 
number of reeruits proportioned 
to its population it is desirable 
that the matter be understood, On 
that basis Alberta has already 
supplied as many men as should 
be required of it, and the rest of 
the Dominion is due to complete 
the required half million. 

Why should employees of public 
bodies, such as the city council and 
the school board, be provided with 
‘passes’? on the street railway? 
Presumably these officials are get- 
ting as good salaries from the pub- 
lie as they could get in private 
employ—else they would quit. 
And private employees are com- 
monly required to pay their street 
railway fares or ‘‘hoof it.’’ In any 
event, if public officials are enti- 
tled to free transportation it 
should be at the expense of the 
public body employing them, not 
of the already over-burdened 
street railway system, 
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Perhaps if there was less ‘‘ pull’’ 
necessary to get promotions there 
would be less pushing necessary to 
get recruits. 

The Dominion estimates for the 
coming year are twenty-eight mil- 
lions more than the estimated ex- 
penditure. Which seems to mean 
that the ministers intend to spend 
the twenty-eight millions also if 
they can get the money, 

The recent ‘‘inaction’? on the 
British front turns out to have 
consisted in a ten-day battle re- 
sulting in the capture of some Ger- 
man trenches, Action and inaction 
are only comparative terms when 
applied to the fighting lines in this 
war, 


There is a searcity of teachers 
for the city schools. That is the re- 
! verse of the condition that has 
prevailed insthe past, and that 
should exist now, It means in prac- 
tice that the board will have to 
take such teachers as can be got, 
instead of picking the best from a 
Waiting list, Which in turn means 
that the standard of schoonng 
given the children of the city will 
not be what it has been, The fault 
is our own, When the necessity of 
curtailing school expenditure be- 
; came apparent last year there was 
an outery against cutting off any 
of the expensive ‘‘trimmings’’ of 
the school system. Art and music 
and kitchen science and manual 
training and kindergartens had all 
to be kept. Consequently the sal- 
aries of the teachers of the ordin- 
ary and really essential subjects 
had to be cut. That teachers are 
now scarce follows as a natural re- 
sult, and shows that a place on the 
city teaching staff is not now the 
ambition of the rural teacher and 
the teacher in the small town, as 
it might be made and should be, 
We cannot keep on the ‘‘frills’’ at 
the teachers’ expense unless we 
are content to fill up vacancies 
with such teachers as can be found 
idle or induced to quit places they 
seem to prefer, and to put up with 
resultant indifferent teaching. 


The Dominion Government, it is 
said, will advertise in the United 
States for farm laborers. Import- 
ing farm laborers for temporary 
employment is the same as export- 
ing money. If interned aliens were 
employed to put in the evrops— 
under supervision of course—the 
money would at least be kept in 
the country. 


When necessity requires we may 
be sure that) men in Germany 
of every race, naturalized or not, 
will be set to work—under guard 
—in order to relieve German men 
for the army, As necessity requires 
that Canadian farms go idle for 
want of tillers or that all available 
men be employed, why not utilize 
the labor now idle in internment 
camps—under guard of course? 


Sir Thomas White says Canada 
can only do its share to help pre- 
serve the British Empire by bor- 
rowing ‘‘ Yankee dollars,’’ which 
dollars he and his friends in 1911 
proclaimed to be so insidious a 
menace to Imperial existence that 
they should be exeluded by law.

The burgesses should be allow- 
ed to decide whether the city will 
accept new power offers, If they 
turn the offers down the council 
and Legislature will be saved from 
the charge of imposing upon them 
something they do not want.

RIOTERS JAILED 
FOR DISORDERLY 


CONDUCT IN CITY 


Magistrate Primrose, in the city 
Police Court Saturday disposed of 
the cases of the men who took part in 
the riot on Wednesday night. Speak- 
ing to the Bulletin, after 
closed, the magistrate stated that he 
had not treated these cases in quite 
the same manner as if they were iso- 
lated instances of trouble, but he had 
repeatedly warned foreigners in the 
police court during the past winter 
that when they came to Canada, they 
were obliged to obey British laws and 
themselves properly. There 
had been, apparently, a reign of an- 
archy for the better part of an hour 
on Wednesday night and it was neces- 
sary to deal severely with such cases, 
Further, said Mr. Primrose, some of 
these men were enlisted. He did not 
know who had taken them into the 
army, but he believed a mistake had 
been made, as, in his opinion, there 
was a strong possibility that Austrians 
and other alien enemies might easily 
masquerade as Russians and be ad- 
mitted into the army, unless special 
care were taken to reject all who 
could be considered at all undesirable. 

Andrew Tanesko, Mike Dudick, 
Mike Karpral, Phiilp Sokoff and 
Wasyl Gemlinsky were all sent to 
prison for four months for creating a 
disturbance, and George Honchuruk 
was sentenced to three months for the 
same offence, but he claimed that he 
mistook Inspector Haig for a civilian, 

Mike Miskow, the man_ who was 
brandishing a knife and who cut the 


hand of Constable Wallace when he 
tried to take the weapon away, was 
sent to jail for eight months.
